THE 
OLD TIME ZIP 


Stephen Leacock. 

“The times,” writes Stephen Lea- 
cock in Collier’s, “are out of joint. 
The ordinary business man, trained 
in a sturdy creed that has generations 
of evolution behind it, hangs on and 
hopes for better times. He cherishes 
the idea that the present troubles are 
no worse than the past, and in his 
dreams he sees them vanish in a 
single night and’ ‘good times’ return- 
ing like the rising sun. -The pessim- 
ist shakes his head and talks gloom- 
ily of the collapse of our clvilization 
and the prospect of our being engulfed 
in communism or overwhelmed by a 
vast onslaught of the colored races. 

“No doubt the truth Iles somewhere 
between these two extremes. It al- 
ways does. We are not going to be 
engulfed and swallowed up by either 
the brown race or the red idiots. But 
we are none the less in a bad way, and 
our troubles will not vanish like bad 
dreams—or at least not without an 
effort of an extraordinary and excep- 
tional character.” 

Before the days of commissions of 
Inquiry and a general spirit of public 
interference with commerce and in- 
dustry, Mr. Leacock points out, it was 
considered laudable fora man to pro- 
mote enterprises that helped the 
world in general and made him 
wealthy and influentfal as well. Re- 
viewing the effects of that bygone at- 
titude of the masses, the well known 
Canadian author, who, in this in- 
stance, writes in a serious vein, goes 
on to say:— 

“Under the stimulus of this the 
wheels of industry hummed. Factor- 
fes covered the land. National pro- 
duction grew to colossal size, and the 
whole outer world seemed laid under 
tribute to the great industry. As a 
system it was far from perfect. It con- 
tained in itself all kinds’ of gross in- 
justices, profits that were too great, 
wages that were too small, and all 
kinds of fortuitous gains that -corres- 
ponded to nothing at all except sheer 
luck or the gambler’s chance. At 
times it even ran to an extreme. Great 
fortunes were made by men’ whose 
methods feil short of criminality only 
by the technical nicety of the law. 
What was worse, the system evident- 
ly did not mean, nor was it ever like: 
ly to mean, prosperity or even com- 
fort for all. In spite of the splendor 
of. the foreground, poverty and desti- 
tution still hovered behind the scen- 
es. But, such as it was, the system 
worked; and it was the only one that 
we knew.” 

The older way of being good was by 
“much prayer and much effort of 
one’s soul,” he emphasizes. Today, he 
informs us, as a short cut to moral- 
ity, our legislatures are “turning out 
moral legislation ‘by the yard.” In the 
face of this, he finds that the world,

“Hence the way to promote pros- 
perity is not to multiply our present 
government departments and govern- 
ment expenditures, nor to appoint 
commissfon8 and te pile up debts, but 
to start going again the machinery of 
bold productive effort. Take off ali 
the excess-profits taxes and the super- 
taxes on {ncome and as much of the 
income tax {tself as can be done by 
a wholesale-dismissa} of unnecessary 
government employees and then give 
industry a mark to shoot at. What 
is needed now is not the multip]ica- 
tion of government reports, but cor- 
porate industry, the formation of-land 
companies, development . companies, 
irrigation companies, any kind of cor- 
poration that will call out private 
capital from both {ts proud and its 
humble hiding places, offer employ- 
ment to millions and start the wheels 
moving again. 

“The thing to be done, then, is to 
‘fire’ the unnecessary government offi- 
clals and to bring ‘back the ‘profiteer’ 
—or, no, let me alter that, not to 
bring back the ‘profiteer’ himself—let 
him stay in his penitentfary—but to 
bring back the spirit‘of enterprise and 
effort of which, after all, he was only 
a distortéd and misshapen form. What 
we want {s not the old profiteer, but 
a profiteer of the newer kind: a man 
with capital, much or Jittle, and the 
energy and the determination to 
stand on his own feet and not sit in 
the lap of a government department. 
Under such terms there {gs no reason 
why we shouldn't all be profiteers— 
why we shouldn't organize ourselyes 
into whole nations of them.

Wealth itself becomes an object of 
suspicion. All profits are presumed 
to be ill-gotten. 

“T declare that if we can find no 
better way of attempting to restore 
prosperity than by the endless multi- 
plication of government jobs, it 
would be better for us to bring back 
even the profiteer himself and ask 
him to rule ovér us, to fetch him from 
the Riviera, from hi8 cauntry place 
on the Hudson, or from whatever spot 
to which he has withdrawn. with his 
tin box full of Victory Bonds. _ It 
need be, we should go and wick him 
out of the penitentiary, take ‘the strip- 
es off him and tell: him to get busy 
again; show him the map ,of the 
world and ask him to pick out a few 
likely spots. The trained greed of 
the rascal will find them in a moment. 
Then write him out a concession for 
coal in Asia Minor or oil in the Mac- 
kenzie basin or for irrigation in Meso- 
potamia. The ink will hardly be dry 
on it before capital will begin to flow 
in: it will come from all kinds of 
places where the government could 
never coax it and where ‘the tax- 
gatherer would never \find it. Qnly 
promise that It is not going to be ‘tax- 
ed out of existence and the stream of 


capital which is being dried up in the |. 


sands of government mismanagement 
will flow into the hands of private in- 
dustry like a river of gold. 

“But how much better to. let the 
profiteer stay in his penitentiary and 
take over the job ourselves; put our- 
selves into it with as much of the old 
reliant spirit that built up American 
and British civilization as we can 
find surviving still among us, and 
make things move in earnest.

SAVING MILLIONS 
IN LAW COSTS 


Edward J. Dies. 


There has lately been established 
in Chicago a Court of Commercial 
Arbitration which is intended to set- 
tle industrial litigation more quickly 
than would be possible by the ordin- 
ary courts, and with but a fraction of 
the expense. [More than 200 commer- 
clal disputes have been settled in 
four months by this Court. Justice 
is placed ahead of technicality. Its 
president, J. K. Greene, settled twice 
aS many cases as one ordinary judge 
without a jury and ten times as many 
as a court with a jury. 

In the Dearborn Independent Mr. 
Dies describes the methods of pro- 
cedure :— 

“A diamond miner in ‘South Africa," 
he says, “whose claim is disputed by 
a jeweler in Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
may have thé case adjudicated in Chi- 
cago, even though the prectous ston- 
es ver passed through the United 
Stdfes. Only the agreement of the 
two parties to arbitrate is necessary. 
A Baltimore exporter and a Chicago 
manufacturer may submit their cases 
and go on about their ‘business. The 
court has authority to try any civik 
action except divorce and _ quasi- 
criminal cases. When a controversy 
is submitted to it, Mr., Greene is 
automatically appointed arbitrator. 
But the parties may also. select 
additional arbitrators . from their 
respective trades or from a list 
of attorneys and commercial experts 
provided by the arbitration bureau. 

“The court may administer oaths, 
subpoena and examine witresses, take 
depositions and issue subpoenas duces 
tecum requiring production of docu- 
ments. Obedience is enforced by ap- 
plication to a court of law. The arbi- 
trator often inspects premises, exam- 
Ines goods in process of manufacture, 
and, moving quickly from place to 
place, in a few days gathers evidence 
which immobile courts would be 
months in obtaining under the handl- 
cap of red tape. 

“When arguments have been heard 
the arbitrator gives his decision cov. 
ering the entire controversy. Fre- 
quently the award defines rights of 
both parties under a contract where 
no right of action has yet accrued. In 
such cases a‘court of law could not 
entertain an ordinary suit until dam- 
ages had accumulated through byeach 
of contract. ; 

“All questions of law and of fact are 
decided. Conclusions of fact are fin- 
ai. Questions of Inw may be revised 
by the court: seiected by. the litigants. 
As In any other case, an appeal may 
be made to the higher courts on ques- 
tions of law. When the final award 
is filed, the court has jurisdiction over 
the litigants. Therefore the trade 
court {is quasi-judicial and quasi-pub- 
lic in character. ‘Should a party to 
arbitration fail to comply with an 
award, the opposing party may with- 
in a year file the award in court. Judg- 
ment can be obtained and then con- 
tempt of court proceedings begun if 
there is still a refusal to comply with 
court instructions, 

“Proof of the high efficiency of this 
Pioneer world trade court Hes in the 
Statement that of the first 200 cases 
decided, only two were carried ,fur- 
ther, and one of these appeals s to 
clear up a legal techrtcality. This 
almost unprecedented record’ is) due 
largely to the practice of having com- 
petent advisers in places of jurors 
picked at random and usually ignor- 
ant of the intricacies of commérce 
It is recorded that in ninety per cent. 
of the cases tried the disputants have 
come to friendly terms. 

“The fees charged are almost negil- 
Bible as compared with the cost of 


amount involved is as small as $200 
the fee {s $5. There is a graduated 
scale up to $5,000. Where more 
than $5,990 {5 Involved the fee {s one 
per cent. of the total sum. Fees are

DECLINING DISEASES 


Medical Science Battles Successfully 
, With Many Plagues. 


‘Modern {ndustrialism has been te- 
sponsible for many evils, but its 
.worst,/phase has passed in nearly all 
countries. The medica} correspond- 
ent of The London Times notes that 
it has coincided with the gradual dis- 
appearance of many of the worst 
plagues. Typhus slew hundreds of 
thousands in its day, and though it 
rages in Russia, where industrialism 
is at the minimum, few British doc- 
tors have ever seen a case. Once upon 
a time “a mother's son was not her 
own till he had had the smallpox,” 
but it is following typhus. Typhoid 
or enteric is going the same way. 
Scarlet fever has also ceased to kill 
to the same extent as_ formerly, 
though the number of cases’ has not 
diminished. The declension in gon- 
sumption, however, is absolute both 
in cases and deaths. The death rate 
in England and Wales declined from 
about 2,250 per million of the popula- 
tion in 1871-80 to about 800 per mil- 
lion in 1920, and the cases notifled fell 
from 3,000 per million in 1912 to 
about 1,700 per million in 21920. 

There are, on the other hand, dis- 
eases which have increased—notably 
pneumonia and cancer. Whether 
these are. true civilization diseases 
remains to be seen. As to cancer, 
medical science has organized against 
it as against no other disease, ex- 
cepting tuberculosis, and 1s confident 
that the victory will be won, though 
it may be a long battle-—The Toronto 
Globe. 
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SHORTAGE OF WOOL 


An exhaustive discussion of the 
world situation in wool by Sir Arthur 
Goldfinch appears in a recent issue 
of The Journal of Commerce. The 
author is chairman of the British- 
Australan Wool Realization Associ- 
ation and should know his subject. 
While he admits that It {s difficult to 
secure rellable figures from several of 
the countries that formerly were and 
probably still are heavy producers of 
wool, he presents data to. show that 
there is a reduction in world produc- 
tion and a tendency toward wool 
shortage. Bxcluding thost parts of 
Asia, European dtussia and Turkey, 
he shows that a reduction of over 
800 million pounds in production has 
taken place in the world as a whole. 
He declares that it 1s idle to deny 
that there is a tendency toward wool 
shortage. The reserves are being 
eaten into rapidly and the increase 
in the annual production of wool will 
soon become an urgent necessity. 
The tendency {s toward an increased 
rather than a docreased consumption, 
and this can not be met except by in- 
creased production. . The great ac- 
cumulation of visible supplies is 
charged with having discouraged 
sheep productionin some parts of the 
world. | If tho rest of the world com- 
es to using woo] as largely as it 1s 
used in the Unfted States and In Great 
Britain the production will have to be 
All this Is encouraging to 
the sheep Industry.

“Tt 
furnishes tribunals composed of 
judges of, greater learning and more 
varied , experience ahd wider vision 
than can be hoped for under present 
conditions in Canada, said the re- 
port. 

The minority report stated that the 
ever-increasing autonomy of the Do- 
minion made appeal to the Privy 
Council hardly compatible with legit- 
imate evolution.

Highest Tea-Ro 


A few days ago there opened the 
highest ted room in the British Em- 
pire, 7,985 ft. above sea level on 
Saddleback range, in the Canadian 
Pacific, Rockies. It is one of the 
quaintest oz log-cabin shelters. 

If you care to follow one of the 
loveliest mountain trails, we can 
climb together. If you believe in 
wood nymphs, if you love Alpine 
flora, so much the better, for the 
forest paths are aglow with starry 
flowered faces. 

Leaving Lake Louise the trail 
plunges immediately into the wood- 
ed aisles of Mount Fairview. Each 
turn and a more beautiful vista. 
Mossy slopes where grow the saxi- 
frages in their natural’ environment. 
Frnilly fungi holding dew-drops in 
their cup-like receptacles, in grayish 
-green colorings, offset the browns 
of the fallen pine cones. 

Rhododendrons grow wild here. 
To meet them growing wild on a 
muuntain slope in the Canadian 
Rockies is truly a joy. Thete they 
are in close proximity to the wild 
heliotrope. . 

On we climb, pausing to revel. in 
a valleyed panorama. Far down be- 
low is Paradise River, winding and 


twisting, like a platinum ribbon una| saddle. 


furling in a wayward wind.: Little 
Lake Annette, shy and demure, lies 
in a hollow. A lazy marmot creeps 
out to see what human dare disturb 
his morning siesta. Gazing at us 
in a disgruntled manner, he saunters 
off, whistling to his mate that

As the cliffs become less tree-clad, 
vegetation becomes less prolific.

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BURIED CULTURE OF -THE PAST 


Discovery: of a shrine and other 
funique céremoniad objects used  -in 
the mysterious rifes of a people be- 
lived to be older than the ancient 
cliff-dwellers, has been made by Dr. 
J. Walter-Fewkes, chief of the bureau 
of American ethnology, ‘In excavations 
near Far View House in the Mesa 
Verde National Park, Colorada, ac- 
cording to information received by 
the Smithsonian Institute at Washing- 
ton. ‘ 

These. finds are the result of the 
field work just begun and are expect- 
ed to be followed by others which 
may throw more light and add much 
to the knowledge of the culture which 
is buried in the past. i 

The most striking result of the dig- 
ging is a shrine on a raised dais on 
the floor of’a large ceremonial cham- 
ber. On the shrine idols, fetishes, 
prayer sticks, platter’ with corn, to- 
bacco, etc., were found as well as 
twelve well preserved clay pjpes un- 
like anything ever before ‘ound in 
Two vases, one repre- 
sentigg a duck, are also among ‘the 
exceptional | archaeological collec- 
tions , made. In‘a room barely five 
feet long beatuifully decorated pottery 
radically different im ornamentation 
from that ‘of the cMff dwellers ‘was 
found, and the indications are that 
this ruin belongs to an epoch older 
than that of the cliff dwellers.

GOVERNMENT ALLIANCE 
WITH PROGRESSIVES IS 
DESIRABLE. 


ACTION SEEMS NECESSARY IN 
VIEW -OF BIG QUESTIONS COMING 
UP. 


Ottawa, August 31.—Big questions 
are to come before parliament at its 
next session. Their magnitude, 
taken in contrast with the small 
ministerial majority, raises the ques- 
tion of what political manoeuvres 
will be necessary meanwhile to en- 
sure a capacity to carry on. The 
Bank -tAct {s to be revised next ses- 
sion. This was a long press in the 
old days, and likely to be longer still 
this time because of the demand for 
a more extended system of credit. 
and‘also by reason of recent exposur- 
es. A redf{stribution is also promis- 
,ed, and this gives a lot of trouble, 
\though it 1s customary to fight it out 
behind closed doors in a committee. 
There are also the tariff and railway! 
questions and an immigration policy 


* will also be up to the front. 


Anxiety Is Felt 


All this extensive programme caus- 
es some anxiety in government circl- 
es, and, as expressed ‘by certhin 
spokesmen for the cabinet, there are 
two alternatives, one to go ahead and 
perfect a willing alliance with the 
Progressives, the other to dissolve 
and go to the country, with or without 
redistribution. It is mot clear that 
this latter course would be possible, 
before redistribution, in view of the 
prime minister's plain intimation that 
there would be no election prior to 
re-arrangement of the constituencies. 

Missionary Work 

During the summer, certain home 
missionary ‘work has been carried on 
in the western field, looking to an 
alllance with the government, and 
reports appear conflicting. Hon. 
Charles Stewart is optimistic for 
some such arrangement, but it is 
said that Hon. W. R. Motherwell is 
unable to detect so many propitious 
signs. i; 

In the meantime, Mr. Drury is 
having troubles of his own in On- 
tario with his broadening-out scheme 
while in the west there are similar 
difficulties, internally, which react 
upon the federal situation, and may 
affect the stability of the Progres- 
sive party. 

Fueion Difficulties 


In a way, this condition helps to 
facilitate fusion, but there fs no ques- 
tion that a very aggressive element 
of the independent party will hold 


* out against any arrangement, and for 


the perpetuation of the party free and 
unhampered. On the other hand, 
many Influential Quebec members 
scorn the idea of tleing up with the 
west, evan if {t were willing, insisting 
that the Liberal party must hoe its 
own row, and that if there is any doubt 
as to its ability to do so, dissolution 
should be immediate. Those: who are 
framing up things looking to some 
sort of agreement, express surprise 
at the liberality of the west, even on 
a questfon so contentious as the tariff. 
‘The Conservatives are not prepareal 
for an election, and don't want one, 
but they would not ‘be averse to a 
Liberal-Farmer alliance, if it would 
eliminate the third party and cause 
a reversion to the two-ringed perform- 
ance. They ‘believe the Conservative 
farmers would come back into their 
camp. 
Outcome Nebulous 


Between now and Christmas there 
will be new negotiations. It is be- 
Meved that A. B. Hudson, of Winni- 
peg, may come into the cabinet as a

though the Manitoba election result 
may be an arresting influence. The 
outcome of the situation is nebulous

There is no doubt that this opinion 
finds a substantial echo now in- at 
least a part of the cabinet.

Director of Victoria Observatory Mak- 
ing Investigation 


Of special interest to astronomers 
is the discovery reported from the Do- 
minion ‘Astrophysical Observatory, 
Victoria, B.C. Dr. J. S. Plaskett, 
director of the observatory, announ- 
ces that he recently found and {s in- 
vestigating an extraordinary double 
star, appearing to be about 140 times 
as massive as the sun and nearly five 
times as massive as any star hith- 
erto observed. It consists of two 
very large and very bright stars re- 
volving around one another In a per- 
fod of 14 days, at a separation from 
each other of about two-thirds the 
distance of the earth from the sun. 
The largast and brightest star is 76 
and the other 63 times as massive as 
the sun. ‘ 

The temperature of the two enor- 
mous suns is excessively high, about 
30,000 degrees Fahrenheit, and they 
are probably the brightest as well as 
the heaviest pair of stars in the sky. 
Although just visible on a good clear 
night to the unaided eye, as a star 
of the sixth magnitude, they are prob- 
ably so far away that it takes their 
light over 10,000 years to travel to 
the earth. vo!
